Local tests negative, 
microbe search shows

The local probe into the mysterious Legionnaires Disease 
has only negative results and the search in Missouri for a 
cause to the disease has basically ended, it was learned 
Wednesday. 
Dr. John Jacobson, an epidemiologist and director of the 
state’s Communicable Disease Bureau on loan from the 
Federal Center for Disease Control in Atlanta, Ga., said 
Wednesday all the local tests have been negative. 
Confirmation of one case here and another “highly pro­ 
bable” one prompted an effort by officials to determine if 
there was any connection between the May 4 tornado and the 
cases that later surfaced. 
Blood tests were taken in November on from Southwest 
Village area residents who responded to written surveys 
mailed by the state as part of its initial investigation here. 
The primary investigation involved persons who suffered 
pneumonia symptoms during May, June, July and August 
Scott to be last interview 


The last of seven applicants for the newly-created assistant 
to the mayor job was to be interviewed at a special closed 
City Council meeting Wednesday.

The city’s contribution to the job will be about $7,600, with 
about $4,000 credit being given for services such as office 
space, telephone and secretarial help. 
The assistant to the mayor position will pay $15,000 a year.

Curtis, who is quitting as party boss, in 
the Oval Office at the White House. The 
president shook hands with both men. 
He thanked Curtis for his service to the 
party, and Curtis, a former governor of 
Maine, replied: “Thank you. I’ve en­ 
joyed it very much.” Carter told White 
he 
appreciated 
his efforts 
at 
the 
Agriculture Department, adding; “This 
(new job) will be a good challenge in the 
future.” 
The 52-year-old White is a politician in 
the mold of astute, story-telling former 
chairman Robert Strauss of Texas. His 
selection as party chairman is expected 
to be formalized at a meeting of the 
Democratic National Committee on Jan. 
21 in Atlanta. 
The meeting will follow a Democratic 
fund-raising dinner — one of several aim­ 
ed at bailing the party out of the red. 
Carter has agreed to speak to at least 
five of the dinners, also designed to help 
finance congressional candidates in the 
1978 elections. 
Even before announcing White as his 
choice, the president began lobbying 
committee members to accept him. 
Allen O’Donnell, a national commit­

O’Donnell said he thinks the committee 
will go along with Carter’s selection. 
White, recommended to the president 
by Strauss, presently Carter’s special

chairman Chuck Mannatt for the top par­ 
ty job. 
As party chairman. White will inherit 
the headache of party indebtedness, 
reduced during the Curtis tenure from

McIntyre to head budget office

Carter’s choice to succeed Bert Lance as^ 
budget director says he should have no 
trouble with Congress over his finances. 
Carter announced Tuesday he will 
nominate acting budget director James 
T. McIntyre Jr., 37, to head the Office of 
Management and Budget. 
Later, McIntyre told reporters that he 
listed his net worth one year ago as 
$100,139 and said it “has not changed 
significantly since then.” Included were 
total assets of $166,315, including $130,000 
in real estate, and $66,176 in debts. 
By contrast, Lance last January listed 
$8 million in assets and $5.4 million in 
liabilities for a net worth of $2.6 million. 
It was when his bank stock plummeted in 
value that Lance’s finances were jeopar­ 
dized and his banking activities were 
examined 
Before Lance resigned Sept. 21, bank­ 
ing regulators and congressional in­ 
vestigators found a history of overdrafts 
and loans that some examiners called 
questionable. 
The Senate

Affairs 
Committee, burned by the Lance affair. 


has promised to examine future cabinet 
level nominess more closely. However, 
McIntyre already has been confirmed by 
the same committee as deputy director, 
and his finances are less complicated. 
He told reporters he knows of nothing 
in his past that would jeopardize his con­ 
firmation. Unlike the boisterous Lance, 
McIntyre has a reputation as a quiet, 
neat and cautious administrator. 
Appointed deputy director in the new 
administration, McIntyre ran the day-to- 
day business at 0M B, while Lance 
served as a top Carter aide and liaison 
with business. 
When Lance resigned, no administra­ 
tion official assumed that role. But M cIn­ 
tyre began making more budget policy. 
“While my predecessor had more of a 
personal relationship with the president, 
mine has been a very professional 
business relationship,” McIntyre said.

Democrat-Capital Wednesday he has no 
intention of adopting guidelines proposed 
by City Counselor Bob Fritz last week in 
an opinion he issued stating that certain 
meetings by city governmental bodies 
are exempt from the state open meetings 
law. 
Fritz advised Hawkins that when city 
governmental bodies meet to deliberate 
disputed matters, in a role similar to a 
jury, they are exempt from the state 
open meetings law. 
In a letter made public at the Dec. 19 
City Council meeting. Fritz wrote that 
although the state law specifically ex­ 
empts jury deliberations from its provi­ 
sions, “the spirit of the law” also applies 
to city boards and commissions. 
“Therefore, it is my opinion that the 
deliberation portion (of meetings) per­ 
taining to zoning, adjustment, appeals 
and similar matters by city public bodies 
may be closed, while the portion involv­ 
ing the hearing and vote must be open,” 
Fritz wrote. 


Fritz’s opinion on the open meetings 
law followed several recent disputes be­ 
tween city officials and The Democrat- 
Capital regarding its local application. 


On Dec. 15, Hawkins announced a new 
policy that calls for the local news media 
to be notified of all meetings at least 48 
hours in advance, if possible.-Hawkins 


emphasizedJhe media are to be notified 
of all meetings, whether they are to be 
open or closed 
to the public 
and 
reporters. 


The mayor also said he has advised ci­ 
ty officials to confer with Fritz if they 
have any questions on whether a meeting 
can be legally closed to the public and the 
media. 


Hawkins said Wednesday he feels the 
citizens of Sedalia “pay the taxes and 
have a right to know” the actions of city 
officials. 


The mayor said litigation against the 
city, personnel matters involving the 
discussion of personalities and the sale or 
transfer or property are the only items 
he 
believes 
should 
involve 
closed 
meetings, as provided by the open 
meetings law. 


“On anything other that those three 
things, the meetings will be open as far 
as I am concerned,” Hawkins said. 
“When in doubt, I ’ll just go ahead and in­ 
vite the media,” he noted. 
A case-by-case ruling by Fritz on each 
meeting, if needed, will be the policy,

Begin: Israel will not bow to pressure 


JE R U SA LE M (AP) - Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin declared today he “will 
not surrender” to international pressure 
to accept Egypt’s terms for a peace set­ 
tlement, which call for a Palestinian 
state in the occupied West Bank of the 
Jordan River and the Gaza Strip. 


The statements were further evidence 
of the wide gap separating the two coun­ 
tries after the inconclusive Sadat-Begin 
summit. But both leaders have said they 
believe the gap can be bridged. 


“It is clear to me that we have adopted 
the correct road to peace ... there is no 
doubt that the only way to peace is the 
path chosen by the government,” Begin 
told the Israeli parliament, or Knesset. 
“We have done our share. We have 


made our contribution. Now it is the turn 
of the other side.” 
While Begin was speaking, about 200 
demonstrators from the Israeli town of 
Yamit, in the occupied Sinai, protested 
outside the Knesset. The residents fear 
their town will be in Egyptian territory 
after Israel withdraws from Sinai. 
Speaking in calm, measured tones. 
Begin outlined for the first time in public 
the plan for Palestinian self-rule that he 
presented to Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat in Ismailia Christmas day, in­ 
cluding continued 
Israeli 
military 
presence 
in part of the occupied 
territories. 


While Sadat reported some progress on 
Israeli withdrawal from Sinai, he and 


Begin were deeply divided over the 
Palestinian issue. The Knesset will vote 
on Begin’s plan, and despite some opposi­ 
tion in the ranks of Begin’s own Likud 
Party, he seemed certain to get a 
majority. 


Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan was at 
his accustomed seat in the Knesset after

absence on Tuesday. 
Israeli press reports said today he flew 
secretly to Iran to report to the shah on 
Mideast developments and seek his in­ 
fluence in drawing Jordan into the peace 
talks 


In Tehran, Iranian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Parviz Adle today called the 
report a “baseless rumor.” 


Sadat: No Israeli security 


Menahem Begin 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - President An­ 
war Sadat said today Egypt definitely 
would not agree to the presence of Israeli 
security forces on the West Bank of the 
Jordan River or accept any limits on 
Egyptian troop movements in the Sinai 
desert 
“For sure, for sure, 1 am against the 
presence of Israeli security in the West 
Bank.” Sadat said. “The security of the 
area should be in the hands of the people 
living in the area.” 
Sadat, interviewed at Abdin Palace 
after a joint news conference with 
visiting West German 
Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt, also said: 
“We do not accept the limitation of 
movement of Egyptian troops on Egyp­ 


tian soil. No one can tolerate the move­ 
ment of a country’s troops to be dictated 
by another country on its sovereign soil.” 


Asked if Egypt would be willing to ac­ 
cept the two points in the Israeli plan, 
Sadat said: “definitely not.” 


However, the Egyptian leader said 
Egypt was willing to discuss both issues 
in the joint military and political com­ 
mittees that begin talks next month to try 
and iron out differences on key issues 
that

two-day 
summit in Ismailia. 


During the news conference Sadat in­ 
sisted that “the Arab part of Jerusalem

- A 26-year-old 
Hallsville, Mo., man charged with kid­ 
napping was being held for Randolph 
County authorities today in the 
Christmas weekend abduction of a 
Moberly woman. 
Named in the Randolph County war­ 
rant was Sidney Allan Robb. He was 
charged Tuesday after he appeared in a 
police lineup in Columbia.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - The 
special commission investigating educa­ 
tional extension programs in the state 
will recommend the University of 
Missouri re-evaluate the effectiveness of 
its community development and local 
government programs. 
Meeting today to consider a draft of its 
final report, the 11-member commission 
agreed that the university’s local govern­ 
ment programs often are “ shocking” 
duplications of services offered by other 
units of government, including the state 
Department of Consumer Affairs and 
regional planning commissions. 
The commission was appointed by 
Gov Joseph Teasdale last summer to 
review extension activities in the state’s 
public institutions of higher education. 
Commission Chairman Cordell Tindall 
said he found the university’s community 
development activities the most difficult 
to evaluate. 
“ It’s like seeding the clouds— you 
don’t know how much it would have rain­ 
ed anyway,” Tindall said. 
The draft report suggests the emphasis 
in such programs be shifted to industrial 
and economic development for Missouri 
communities, w-here results are easier to 
measure.' 


The commission also will recommend 
that continuing education courses for 
teachers, physicians and other profes­ 
sionals be financed more fully from fees 
paid by those taking the courses.

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Holdeman Mennonites hope 'cleansing'purifies ranks 


McP h e r s o n , Kan. (A P )- 
The Holdeman Mennonites, 
something of a nation within a 
nation, 
are undergoing a 
cleansing which they hope will 
r id t h e i r r a n k s of 
“ worldliness” and protect the 
Holdeman way of life. 
And excommunication has 
become one of the tools this 
conservative sect of Men­ 
nonites has used for 119 years 
to purify its congregation. The 
denomination, whose severe 
doctrine is shared only by the 
Old Order Amish Church, at 
one time or another has ban­ 
ned Santa Cluas, four-part 
harmony and giggjing. 
The Kansas City Times said 
in a three-part series on the 
Holdemans that started 
Monday that the effect of 
excommunication on the 
individual is—and is meant to 
be—a hell on earth. 
Partly as a result of this' in­ 
quisition, which the Holdeman 
prefer to call “ cleansing,” the 
world congregation fell by at 
least 300 members this year. 
Until now, the membership 


was increasing by 200 to 300 a terribly real hell of shame and 
year. 
everlasting contempt. 


The 
Kansas 
town 
of 
McPherson, population 10,575, 
contains the center of church 
leadership and about 2,600 of 
the church’s 10,000 members 
Worldwide. 
Excommunications have 
skyrocketed, the most notable 
being the ouster earlier this 
year of all but four families of 
a Greeley, Colo., congrega­ 
tion. 
The 
Holdeman 
are 
a 
peaceful people. They have 
refused to vote in elections or 
submit to military conscrip­ 
tion. They try to avoid any 
form of government, even 
discouraging participation in 
such programs as Medicare 
and Medicaid. 
Yet, they have retained a 
devastating weapon — 
ostracism — and wield it with 
skill. 
Th e 
‘ ‘ D o c t r i n e of 
Avoidance,” as they call it, 
marks those affected as un­ 
touchables, doomed to what 
the Holdeman believe to be a 


Large groups nave been ex­ 
communicated at once; 
popular ministers have been 
booted out of the church with 
little warning. 
Any person who is excom­ 
municated cannot eat at the 
same table with a Holdeman, 
including his 
wife 
and 
children, whom he cannot 
touch or speak to affec­ 
tionately. 
The banned Holdeman, who 
may 
be an exceptionally 
dedicated Christian despite 
his excommunication, is left to 
search his soul alone in hopes 
of correcting his errors. 
One man who went through 
such a personal crisis was 
Ervey Unruh. He, his wife and 
two of their six children were 
excommunicated in 1974 on 


the charge; “ Lacking the true 
kernel of humility.” 
Unruh, once a 'dedicated 
Holdeman minister, had ad­ 
vanced rapidly within the 
church. He traveled widely 
and had been in demand as a 
lecturer. He also had succeed­ 
ed in what certain Holdeman 
considered more “ worldly” 
matters: He had earned a col­ 
lege degree and had attended 
a p resid en tial 
p ra yer 
breakfast at the White House. 
Wh e n c o n s e r v a t i v e 
members began to take con­ 
trol of the church three years 
ago, they found Ervey Unruh 
— 
college 
degree, 
prayer 
breakfast and all — too much. 
He was one of 
first victims 
of the current inquisition. 
“ I had spent the last 20 
years trying to build up strong 
relationships with people I lov- 


ed and appreciated,” Unruh 
said recently. “ I had really 
given my best and had given 
my life to that church. 
“ Now, suddenly, to be ex­ 
communicated 
for a 
very 
nebulous kind of thing — I 
couldn’t get a handle on it. I 
didn’t know, I couldn’t identify 
the sin. There just wasn’t any 
that I knew of. 
“ I pled with the ministry, 
and I pled with the church to 
help me identify that sin. And 
nobody, not one person, could 
help me. They just told me, 
‘Well, you just wait on the 
Lord and you’ll repent of this 


thing and the Lora will show 
mercy.’” 
But Unruh said he and the 
other members of his family 
who were excommunicated 
knew they had been faithful in 
their commitment to the Lord. 
“ We never compromised that 
faith, as far as we could 
understand it.” 
Unruh refused to repent. He 
joined another 
Mennonite 
denomination, the Old Men­ 
nonite Church, and eventually 
became a minister at Shallow 
Water, Kan. 
For many 
Holdeman, 
however, it’s a different story. 


C lare n ce 
H ieb ert, 
a 
member of the Mennonite 
Brethren Church and author 
of a book, “ The Holdeman 
People,” estimates that one of 
every five Holdeman are ex­ 
communicated at least once. 
About 75 percent return to the 
church, 
he 
says, 
which 
reflects the intense dependen­ 
cy built into the Holdeman 
life. 


Panels have recently been 
instituted by the church as a 
faster and 
more efficient 
means of excommunication. 


“ I ’ve 
talked 
to literally 


dozens if not hundreds of these 
people who have been con­ 
cerned 
and 
bothered 
and 
troubled by this whole purge 
process,” Unruh says. He add­ 
ed that those people say they 
have no idea how the panels 
gained the power to make 
demands on people 
And as the church doctrine 
becomes more strict, many 
say the rules will be more dif­ 
ficult to abide by. 
“ As a rule of thumb,” says 
one Mennonjte of the cleans­ 
ing, “ if it doesn’t raise better 
wheat , 
i t ’ s p r o b a b l y 
immoral.”

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Court upholds right of teachers to paddle 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - City public schools regulations permit­ 
ting corporal punishment for pupils only when accompanied 
by written parental permission have been struck down by a 
ruling of the Missouri Court of Appeals. 
The court, in a decision handed down Tuesday, said state 
common law dictates that teachers have the right to inflict 
punishment for misconduct by whipping and that the right 
supersedes the wishes of parents when the punishment is 
needed to “ secure the education of the child.” 
Legal Aid Society lawyers filed suit in 1972 for the mother 
of a 12-year-old girl, Haley Streeter, who was enrolled as a 
pupil at Chouteau Elementary School. 
The city school board policy prohibiting unauthorized 


spankings was described by the court as “ in the nature of 
municipal ordinances 
and contrary to the common law in 
the state. 


“ We hold this portion of the rule is void and unenforcable,” 
the court ruling said “ It has been recognized that oc­ 
currences giving rise to disciplinary action sometimes re­ 
quire immediate, effective action The essence of corporal 
punishment is swift and tangible wages for one’s 
transgression.” 


A decision by a circuit court jury had previously upheld the 
right of the girl’s teacher, John L Hundley, to administer the 
punishment to her.

At first glance, the White House energy plan designed to 
help avert disastrous energy’ shortages looks good. It calls for 
a massive switch to coal, and this nation has some of the 
largest coal deposits in the world — enough to support all our 
electrical needs for several hundred years. 
We also can make the switch with existing technology. We 
have generations of experience in mining, transporting and 
burning coal, and have learned how to burn it without 
polluting. 
Unfortunately, because of long lead times for building elec­ 
tric utility power plants, it will take at least 15 years before 
coal can play the role expected in the administration’s 
energy' plan. And without financial incentives and regulatory 
consistency it will take even longer. 
Critical to the plan is the conversion or replacement of oil 
and gas-fired boilers operated by electric utilities. 
But U.S. boilermakers simply don’t have the manufactur­ 


ing capacity — nor could we build it fast enough — to produce 
all the required coal-fired boilers any earlier than 1992. Cur­ 
rent annual manufacturing capacity represents about 30,000 
(megawatts). 
Last year approximately 142,000 MW out of the 509,000 MW 
of installed domestic capacity was powered from oil or gas. 
To switch all these boilers to coal is far more complex than, 
say, changing the brand of gas you put into your car. There is 
a solution, however. 
The place to start is with utilities that are operating oil- and 
gas-fired boilers, originally designed to burn coal. These 
units, representing about 20,000, can be reconverted to coal 
by 1982. Some progress already has been made. The Federal 
Energy Administration has ordered 92 units changed over, 
while electric utilities have initiated voluntary action to con­ 
vert others. 
To try to change the remaining boilers, which were not 
designed for coal, would be technically unfeasible and 


economically impractical. Consequently, new coal-fired 
boilers would have to be built as replacements. 
This can be done in approximately a fourth of the plants 
representing 30,000 MW. Replacement of these boilers could 
be completed by 1987. With these units, every effort should be 
made to save existing turbines, generators and distribution 
equipment at power plants. 
By far the more difficult part of the coal-conversion plan 
involves the other oil and gas power plants, which because of 
a lack of space to install coal storage, preparation and clean- 
u{. systems for new boilers, would have to be replaced entire­ 
ly and new generating stations built elsewhere. These ac­ 
count for 90,000 MW or almost 19 percent of our installed 
generating capacity. 
These plants will take the longest time — at least until 1992. 
Why so long? Because it takes four to six years to design, 
build and put on line each ^mpletely new coal-fired plant. 
It will take more than time, however, to make the coal con­ 


version plan work. Capital investments of up to $75 billion 
may be needed. The federal government, therefore, must 
establish economic incentives to stimulate industry’s 
cooperation. Electric utilities, for example, need rate relief, 
higher tax credit, inclusion of construction work in progress 
in the rate base and higher depreciation rates. 
This program may seem like a big order — working hard 
for 15 years, providing economic incentives to industry and 
minimizing regulatory uncertainties. 
f 
But if coal use is to increase significantly it must be done. 
At the least, this can be a major step towards reducing 
dependence on foreign oil, and, in turn, softening our balance 
of payments problems. But most of all, it will guarantee the 
nation a dependable fuel supply for the electricity generation 
and sustained growth through this century. (NEA)

specio us g ro unds that it wo uld 
upset the military balance with 
Russia and impede a new arms 
ag reement. 
Yet as any realistic o bserv er 
can see. the So v iets aren’t in­ 
terested in military “ balance.” 
but are hell-bent fo r military 
superio rity . One o f the purpo ses 
o f that superio rity is to be able to 


kno ck o ut the U.S. land-based 
missile fo rce, a capability that 
many U.S. ex perts think Russia 
will achiev e in the mid-1 9 8 0 s. 


The mo bile m issile as far as 
the Russians are co ncerned is 
no t o n the drawing bo ards — it is 
a reality . The So v iet SS-2 0 , with 
an estimated 3 ,0 0 0 -mile rang e, is 
no w deplo y ed ag ainst targ ets in 
China and Western Euro pe. With 
the additio n o f a third stag e, it 
co uld reach the U.S. 


Thus the Carter administra­ 
tio n seem s prepared to let o ur 
land-based missile fo rce beco me 
o bso lescent in the manner it did 
the manned bo mber leg o f the 
strateg ic triad by cancelling the 
B-L The o nly o ther sig nificant 
new U.S. strateg ic weapo n, the 
cruise m issile, also g iv es ev ery 
indicatio n o f being ex pendable 
as part o f a SALT II ag reement. 


By all appearances, the Paul 
Warnke scho o l o f do n’t-upset- 
the-Russians seem s to hav e been 
bo ug ht ho o k, line and sinker by 
the Carter administratio n. Ho w 
much lo ng er we can affo rd this 
fo o lhardy po licy is a questio n we 
ho pe we find the answer to so o n. 
Befo re it’s to o late.

crossroads and town halls of Middle 
America, the formidable v isage of Bella 
Abzu g may be doing the women’s mov e­ 
ment more harm than good. 


The battling, big-hatted former con­ 
gresswoman led the women’s rally in 
Hou ston last month The delegates she 
brou ght together — most of them sp len­ 
did, idealistic women of high p u rp ose — 
p rod u ced 
som e 
a p p la u d a ble 
a c ­ 
comp lishments. 


If they encou ntered firework s ov er 
their p lank s on abortion and lesbianism, 
they took stirring stands on economic 
eq u ality , child abu se, battered wiv e^ and 
the care of the elderly and disabled 
women. 


Bu t battling Bella sometimes has an 
u nfortu nate tendency to brand women of 
less adv anced v iews as hate mongers of 
the far right. She gav e her p ersonal im ­ 
p rim atu r, for ex amp le, to a haVidou t 
lu mp ing all Mormons with the John 
Birch Society and the Ku Klu x Klan, 


Ostensibly , the handou t was a comp ila­ 
tion of “p ress rep orts’’ ex p osing the tac­ 
tics of “radical right-wing grou p s,’’ The 
Mormon Chu rch was identified as one of 
these radical ou tfits, com p arable to the 
ex tremist John Birch Society and the 
racist, cross- bu rning Klan, 


.Most of the comments, indeed, were 
cu lled from newsp ap ers. Bu t at least one 
of the “p ress com m ents’’ was nothing of

the sort; it was an ex cerp t from one of 
Bella’s blasts on the Hou se floor. 


In fact, she was q u oted three times 
among the p ress rev iews, once su g­ 
gesting that the Mormons had “ seriou sly 
debated 
rep ealing 
the 
N ineteenth 
Amendment giv ing women the right to 
v ote” 


These charges are the more seriou s 
becau se they 
were 
comp iled 
u nder 
federal au sp ices and distribu ted at the 
tax p ay ers’ ex p ense. The State D ep art­ 
ment p rov ided both the facilities and 
p ostage for circu lating Bella’s attack 
u p on the Mormons. 


— Her p ress release contained fou r ex ­ 
cerp ts dealing with the Klan’s op p osition 
to women’s rights This was followed by 
fiv e 
m ore 
ex cerp ts 
p u rp orting 
to 
demonstrate the antagonistic stand of 
the “hierarchy of the Mormon Chu rch.” 
The q u otes ju stified the criticism of the 
Klan leadership . There was not a single 
one that cou ld be attribu ted to any 
member of the Mormon hierarchy . In 
fact, Mormons u niv ersally hav e fou ght 
and op p osed the Klan ev er since it ap ­ 
p eared on the American scene. 


— A few fractiou s Mormons hav e 
adop ted the v iews of the John Birch 
Society . This led the First Presidency , 
the chu rch’s top triu m v irate, to issu e a 
statement in March, 19 6 3, declaring: 
“The chu rch recognizes and p rotects the 
rights of its mem bers to ex p ress their 
p ersonal p olitical beliefs, bu t ... we 
dep lore the p resu mp tion of some p oliti­ 
cians, esp ecially officers, coordinators 
and members of the John Birch Society 
who u ndertak e to align the chu rch and its 
leadership with their p artisan v iews ... 
No one shou ld seek or p retend ou r ap ­ 
p rov al of their adherence to any ex trem e 
ideology ,” 


— While still a territory in Febru ary 


1870, Mormon-dominated Utah adop ted 
su ffrage for women. This was only a few 
week s after Wy oming, also heav ily set­ 
tled by Mormons, becam e the first ter­ 
ritory or state to allow women to v ote. 
Wy oming is k nown as the “Eq u ality 
State” for its p ioneering action on behalf 
of women’s rights. The 189 5 Utah state 
constitu tion has also been lau ded for the 
freedom it established for women 25 
y ears before the U.S. Constitu tion ev er 
ex tended them the franchise. 


Under p ersistent q u estioning, 
Kay 
Clarenbach, ex ecu tiv e director of the 
W om en’s 
Y e a r 
C om m ission, 
a c ­ 
k nowledged that Bella was resp onsible 
for issu ing the v itriolic docu ment. Dr. 
Clarenbach also agreed that the link ing 
of the Mormon Chu rch and the hate- rid­ 
den Klan was “ im p rop er.” 


She went on to say the handou t “ was 
p u t together at the order of Bella — with 
at least the concu rrence of some of the 
ex ecu tiv e com m ittee.” Ms. Abzu g, in a 
lengthy , som etimes storm y talk with u s, 
denied a first-hand role in p rep aring the 
handou t and claimed it w asn’t really an 
attack on the Mormon Chu rch. In her 
ey es, it was m erely the p u lling together 
of rep orts of op p osition to the commis­ 
sion’s work . 


The u nfairness of the handou t has had 
rep ercu ssions. The State Dep artm ent 
has canceled the free mailing p riv ilege it 
had accorded the commission. An official 
has stated that the u se of the State 
D ep artm ent’s letterhead to distribu te the 
docu m ent 
w as 
“ re g re tta ble .” 
The 
dep artm ent p laced “ sole resp onsibility ” 
for the u gly ep isode u p on the comm is­ 
sion.

WASHINGTON (N E A )- What disease 
or illness do y ou fear the most? For near­ 
ly 40 y ears, the answer from a su bstan­ 
tial m ajority of Americans ask ed that 
q u estion in one form or another has re­ 
mained u nchanged: “cancer.” 


No other disease ev en ap p roaches the 
degree of dread insp ired by cancer, 
which was cited by 58 p ercent of those 
p olled last y ear abou t “ the worst thing 
that can hap p en to y ou .” Blindness, in 
second p lace, was mentioned by 21 p er­ 
cent. 


This deep -seated p u blic anx iety is the 
p rincip al 
reason 
why 
more 
federal 
dollars are dev oted to cancer research 
than 
to any other form of health 
research. 


Federal sp ending p riorities, after all, 
are set by elected m em bers of Congress. 
Lik e all p oliticians, they resp ond to the 
p erceiv ed will of the p u blic. 


Yet an im p ortant recent stu dy for the 
Institu te of Medicine, an arm of the Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences, su ggests ou r 
continu ing em p hasis on cancer research 
may not be the wisest u se of the gov ern­ 
m ent’s 
lim ited 
resou rces. 
Althou gh 
cancer rem ains the nation’s second 
worst k iller each y ear, behind heart 
disease, it rank s no higher than fou rth in 
its contribu tion to the total bu rden of ill­ 
ness in the United States, according to 
this stu dy . 


Circu latory ailments, inclu ding heart 
d isease, 
rank 
first, 
follow ed 
by 
resp iratory sy stem diseases and — this is 
a real shock er — v iolence, accidents and 
p oisonings. 


The analy sis was done by Dorothy P. 
Rice and Jacob J. Feldm an, of the 
federal 
National 
Center 
for 
Health 
Statistics, and by Kerr L. White, of the 
Institu te for Health Care Stu dies, United 
Hosp ital Fu nd of New York .

The toll from v iolence, accidents and 
p oisonings, for instance, becomes u tterly 
ap p alling when weighed against com­ 
p arable figu res for England and Wales, 
where these factors p lay a relativ ely 
minor role. 


There are ov er sev en tim es as many 
deaths from these cau ses in the U.S. as in 
England and Wales. The homicide rate 
for m ales is 15 tim es higher here, the 
su icide 
and 
accident 
rates 
dou ble. 
Althou gh the au thors v entu re no ex p lana­ 
tion, it seem s reasonable to su sp ect that 
the American p assion for both gu ns and 
au tomobiles contribu tes heav ily to these 
grim_ statistics. Hosp ital and nu rsing 
home care accou nt for more than half the 
total p ersonal health ex p enditu res in 
both America and England, with m ental 
disorders the largest single cau se for in­ 
p atient care. 


Resp iratory diseases and accident- 
v iolence-p oisonings are leading cau ses of 
work -loss day s in America. H y p erten­ 
sion, which afflicts some 15 p ercent of ail 
adu lts, resu lts in more doctor v isits p er 
y ear than any other disease. H eart 
diseases cau se the greatest long-term 
limitation of activ ity , and the most day s 
of bed care. 


In total economic costs — direct 
medical care and earnings lost from ill­ 
ness, disability or death — the bu rden of 
illness in America amou nted to more 
than $245 billion in 19 75. Abou t one-fifth 
was attribu ted to circu latory diseases, 
followed by accidents and v iolence, 
digestiv e sy stem ailm ents and cancer. 


Americans sp end an estim ated $139 .3 
billion on health care in fiscal 19 76 , some 
8 .6 p ercent of ou r gross national p rodu ct. 
The ou tlay is ex p ected to reach $224 
billion by 19 80. 


He rem em bers how Henry Kissinger 
made a tem p orary hero of Nix on, and 
how Mel Laird, John Connally , Arthu r 
Goldberg and, y es, for a while ev en E arl 
Bu tz, help ed their p residents. 


It may be that none of this m atters 
mu ch; some p eop le think C arter’s face- 
to-face relationship s with the p ower- 
brok ers on the Hill are all that m atter. 
Clearly , something is lack ing in this 
area. 


Bu t so many other p eop le are so mu ch 
to blame for this cou ntry ’s cu rrent woes 
that fairness req u ires that, for a while 
longer, we reserv e ju dgm ent on the 
p resident from Plains. 


With those stak es, it is v ital that Coi 
gress and the p u blic u nderstand whi( 
illnesses really bear most heav ily u p c 
Americans so that ou r health resou ra 
can be wisely inv ested.

I haven’t had a grade 
card for a while.” 
Asked if she plans to get a job after she completes the 
course, Mrs. Terrell said, “ No, I’m too old to work. But I’m 
not too old to want to learn. I know the typing will come in 
handy because I have a typewriter at home.” 
Mrs. Mitchell is not sure whether she will enroll a second 
year or not. She is making A’s in her subjects so far and says 
she enjoys her classes. 
“ Both Bernice and I feel grateful to Mrs. Elder because she 
has been so encouraging and helpful. And the kids have been 
great to us. They even asked us to join in their Christmas gift 
exchange,” Mrs. Mitchell said. 
Mrs. Elder, a teacher for 11 years, said she likes the idea of 
older people returning to school. 
“ I think they should be encouraged as long as our classes 
aren’t overcrowded,” she said. “ Of course, we have to give 
younger students priority, but right now we could ac­ 
commodate several.”

Filmmaker Hawks specialized 
in the entertaining western

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Howard Hawks guided Ga^ 
Cooper to his first Oscar in 
“ Sergeant York” and helped 
launch the careers of such 
stars as John Wayne and 
Lauren Bacall. But his own 
reputation with film critics 
was tarnished by his fondness 
for westerns and his simple 
credo: 
“ Don’t Annoy 
Audiences. Entertain Them.” 
The director did just that for 
60 years, and at his death at 
age 81 was planning another 
western. 
Hawks, who created such 
classics as “ Scarface,” “ To 
Have and Have Not” and 
“ Gentlemen Prefer Blondes,” 
is to be buried Thursday after 
memorial services in Beverly 
Hills. 
He died Monday night of 
complications from a fall he 
suffered at his Palm Springs 
home several weeks ago. 
Hawks suffered a concussion 
and was later confined to a 
wheelchair. He never 
recovered. 
In 1941, he was nominated 
for an Academy Award for 
“ Sergeant York.” Cooper won 
for best actor, but Hawks lost. 
In 1974, the Academy of Mo- 
tion Picture Arts and 
Sciences, which had virtually 
ignored him, gave Hawks a 
special Oscar for his work as 
“ a master American film­ 
maker whose creative efforts 
hold a distinguished place in 
world cinema.” 
Hawks’ fondness for 
westerns- irritated American 
film critics, who saw him as 
an anti-intellectual. 
But he did not care. He 
numbered such films as “ Rio 
Bravo” and “ El Dorado” 
among his best.

Churches note basic unity 


NEW YO RK 
(A P ) - 
Representatives of the Roman 
Catholic and Episcopal 
churches in the United States 
said Tuesday they’ve found 
basic unity between them and 
now want directives for fur­ 
ther steps to take. 


Reporting on 12 years of 
wol'k by The national Roman 
Catholic-Anglican consulta­ 
tion, participants said they 
have found “ a significant and 
substantif unityjætween tl^ 
two churches’’ which 
“ demands visible expression 
and testimony now.” 


They appealed to the spon­ 
soring bodies for “ direction 
and a continuing mandate ... 
for the pursuit of the unity God 
wills for his church.” 
In the report, summarizing 
the results of 19 meetings, the 
joint dialogue group 
acknowledged “ differences 
which continue to separate the 
two churches.” 
But they “ share so profound 
an agreement on the level of 
faith that these churches are 
in fact ‘sister churches’ in the 
one communio (communion) 
which is the Church of 
Christ.” the report said. 


It advocated that this “ unity 
be given expression in an im­ 
mediate responding together” 
in various ways of work and 
worship. 
The participants suggested 
the sponsoring bodies approve 
establishment of any or all of 
five joint task forces in the 
following areas: 
Evangelism, prayer and 
spirituality, world hunger, 
“ covenants” of cooperation 
between Catholic and 
Episcopal parishes and other 
bodies, and on the pastoral 
role of bishops.

Former state worker 
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Business 
Uffmann found 
dead in Florida 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (A P )- 
George W. Uffmann, who 
charged Missouri Senate 
President Pro Tern Norman 
Merrell with political arm- 
twisting and spurred a run­ 
ning controversy earlier this 
year, has aied of what police 
say was a self-inflicted gun­ 
shot wound. 
The body of the former 
Missouri director of profes­ 
sional registration was 
discovered about 10 a.m 
Christmas Eve in his apart­ 
ment in Tallahassee, Fla., ac­ 
cording to a published report 
in The Kansas City Times. He 
had moved to Florida several 
months ago. 
Uffmann, who as profes­ 
sional registration director in 
Missouri had coordinated the 
activities of about 15 semi- 
autonomous licensing boards, 
was buried Tuesday in his 
home town of Owensville, Mo., 
after services there. 
Tallahassee police said the 
45-year-old Uffmann had not 
left a suicide note. A .32- 
caliber automatic pistol ap­ 
parently used in the shooting 
was found near the body, 
police said, but there were no 
signs of a struggle. Uffmann, 
who had been working as an 
auditor for the Florida 
Department of Transporta­ 
tion, suffered a single gunshot 
wound in the right side of the 
head, police said. 


Uffmann quit his Missouri 
job In May after charging that 
Merrell, a Monticello 
Democrat, had used his 
political clout as president pro 
tern to get the state 
Cosmetology Board to hire 
Carlene Orf as its executive 
secretary. Mrs. Orr had been 
a part-time board member. 


To make room for Mrs. Orr 
in the $1 4,000-a-year 
secretary’s job, the board had 
dismissed Jean Eikermann, a 
friend of Uffmann’s. 


A spokesman at the Florida 
transportation agency, Clyde 
Levingston, said that Mrs. 
Eikermann had been living 
recently in Tallahassee and 
that she had told him that she 
and Uffmann planned to 
marry soon. Uffmann was 
divorced from his wife Dec. 8 
in Jefferson City. 


Tallahassee police said they 
went to Uffmann’s apartment 
after Mrs. Eikermann called 
long-distance and said she was 
worried that something was 
wrong; she had been unable to 
reach Uffmann by telephone. 


Levingston, who coor­ 
dinates the Florida transpor­ 
tation agency’s internal audit 
section, said Uffmann had 
been employed as an auditor 
since Sept. 1 and was doing 
“ an excellent job.”

DEAR POLLY — When my sp o nge mo p need s to be 
rep laced I let it d ry tho ro u ghly and then with safety p ins I 
secu re two terry -ty p e d ish rags to the base of the mo p . 
This giv es m e a p erfect w ax er fo r the liq u id wax es and 
m akes wax ing as easy as mo p p ing. 
When p ainting ind o o rs I saw tho se wo o d en stir sticks 
that so m any p aint sto res p ro v id e and when the jo b is d o ne 
I d ip the rem aind er o f the stick into the p aint. Alo ng with 
co lo red bread twists these m ake great ho ld -u p s fo r my 
p lants. Ju st stick stirrer in p o t and fasten p lant to it with

MIAMI (AP) - Monte Kif- 
fin needed this, right? 
For 10 years an assistant

trip, and the Lakers, at the 
bottom of the NBA’s Pacific 
Division, have struggled 
despite lineups studded with 
former all-stars. 
“ We’re just going to take 
our chances,” said Auerbach. 
“ We haven’t been doing 
anything with Scott, so you 
might as well try something 
else.” 
“ Washington is the key,” 
said Celtics Coach Tom Hein- 
sohn, whose own job is in 
jeopardy. 
“ He’s a board 
banger who can help out 
(center Dave) Cowens.” 
The 6-foot-8. Washington, 
however, is suspended at least 
until Feb. 9 for punching 
Houston’s Rudy Tomjanovich 
in a game this month. Because 
Tomjanovich is expected to 
miss the rest of the season 


with a broken jaw, NBA Com­ 
missioner Larry O’Brien may 
extend Washington’s suspen­ 
sion — which also included a 
record $10,000 fine. 
Auerbach said he had no 
contact with O’Brien before 
the trade w-as made.

Facts straining free trade concept

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
concept of international free 
trade as a vehicle for world 
prosperity is being strained by 
the realities. 
So huge have been Japanese 
exports to the United States, 
at least in relation to its pur­ 
chases, that organized labor is 
pushing for restrictive legisla­ 
tion, 
contending 
American 
jobs are being lost. 
Labor is not without support 
from 
government 
and 
business 
either, 
although 
American officials are cur­ 
rently seeking to negotiate 
restrictions on imports rather 
than issuing quotas or raising 
tariffs. 
Japan, which has built up an 
$8 billion annual surplus with 
the United States, has rebelled 


against proposed limitations, 
indicating at one point that it 
could shave the surplus only 
by $1 billion. 
Germany and some other 
European nations also are 
disturbed by the U.S. reluc­ 
tance to permit certain goods, 
steel for example, to be im­ 
ported at what are said to be 
prices below production costs. 
Japan and Germany, insists 
the United States, should be 
doing more to expand their 
own economies, thereby mak­ 
ing them more likely markets 
for U.S. goods, instead of at­ 
tempting to accumulate more 
and more dollars. 
By declining in value, the 
dollar, meanwhile, has been 
seeking its own remedy to the 
trade imbalance, now running 
at an annual rate of better 
than $27 billion. 
A declining dollar has the ef­ 


fect of making foreign goods 
cost more in the U.S. market, 
and U.S.' goods cost less in 
markets abroad 
Few 
monetary 
author ities , 
however, believe a declining 
dollar can do the job alone 
In fact, the continued dollar 
shrinkage could have 
domestic repercussions, one 
of the more dangerous being a 
flight of capital from the 
United States, thus making it 


more difficult for business to 
borrow. 
After exhibiting what some 
Europeans refer to as "malign 
neglect.” 
President 
Carter 
has now indicated the U.S. 
government will attempt to 
maintain greater order in 
foreign exchange markets by 
stabilizing the dollar 
Most trade authorities agree 
that 
a 
stable currency, 
preferably the dollar, is ab­ 


solutely needed if interna­ 
tional 'trade is to prosper 
When values of widely used 
currencies fluctuate, trade is
